Adoption  of  the  TCROD  will  provide  the  City  witli  a mechanism  to  allow  redevelopment  that 
complements  the  existing  pattern  of  residential  development  in  the  greater  Tyng  Street 
neighborhood  and  that  provides  desirable  housing  and  public  benefits.

Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act  would  tend  to  defeat  its  purpose,  which  is 
forthwith  to  regulate  further  the  salaries  of  public  employees  serving  in  the  armed  forces 
of  the  United  States,  therefore  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  emergency  law,  necessary  for 
the  immediate  preservation  of  the  public  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General  Court  assembled 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  1 of  chapter  1 37  of  the  acts  of  2003  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  the  second  sentence  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  2 sentences:  - An 
employee  eligible  under  this  section  shall  be  paid  his  regular  base  salary  as  a public 
employee  for  each  pay  period  of  military  leave  of  absence  after  September  11,  2001, 
reduced  by  any  amount  received  from  the  United  States  as  base  pay  for  military  service 
performed  during  the  same  pay  period.  For  purposes  of  this  section,  base  pay  shall  not 
include  any  allowances,  overtime  pay,  shift  ifferential  pay,  hazardous  duty  pay  or  any 
other  additional  compensation  received  for  military  service. 

Section  2.  Said  chapter  137  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  21  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  section:  - 

Section  21.  Section  1 shall  expire  on  September  11,  2008.  Sections  2 and  3 shall 
expire  on  September  1 1,  2005.

SECTION  1.  Subdivision  (2)  of  section  7 of  chapter  32  of  the  General  Laws,  as 
appearing  in  the  2004  Official  Edition,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  following 
paragraph: 

(e)  Any  member  of  Group  1 or  Group  2 or  Group  4,  who  is  a veteran  as 
defined  in  section  1,  shall  receive  an  additional  yearly  retirement 
allowance  of  $15.00  for  each  year  of  creditable  service  or  fi-action  thereof, 
but  the  total  amount  of  this  additional  yearly  retirement  allowance  shall 
not  exceed  $300.00.  This  paragraph  shall  only  take  effect  upon  its 
acceptance  by  the  majority  vote  of  the  board  of  a system,  subject  to 
approval  of  the  legislative  body.  For  the  purposes  of  this  paragraph, 
legislative  body  shall  mean  in  the  case  of  a city  the  city  council  in 
accordance  with  its  charter,  in  the  case  of  a town  the  town  meeting,  in  the 
case  of  a county  the  county  retirement  board  advisory  council,  in  the  case 
of  a district  the  district  members,  in  the  case  of  an  authority  the  governing 
body  and  in  the  case  of  a regional  retirement  system,  the  regional 
retirement  board  advisory  council. 

SECTION  2.  An  additional  yearly  retirement  allowance  which  would  have  been  payable 
under  section  1 of  this  act,  if  that  provision  had  been  and  for  which  a member  in  service 
would  have  been  eligible  at  the  time  of  the  member’s  retirement,  shall  be  paid 
retroactively  to  the  date  of  each  such  veteran’s  retirement.  A veteran  shall  be  eligible  for 
payment  of  a retroactive  additional  yearly  retirement  allowance  under  this  section  only 
upon  filing  an  application  no  later  than  120  days  after  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  in  a 
form  that  the  appropriate  retirement  board,  as  defined  in  chapter  32  of  the  General  Laws, 
shall  prescribe.  Payment  under  this  section  shall  be  made  in  a lump  sum  or  in 
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installments  and  shall  be  made  in  full  'svithin  1 year  of  the  receipt  of  a completed  and 
satisfactory  application  by  the  board.  No  payment  shall  be  made  under  this  act  with 
respect  to  a person  who  is  deceased.  The  appropriate  retirement  board  shall  provide 
reasonable  notice  to  eligible  retirees  about  the  application  process  prescribed  by  this 
section.  This  section  shall  only  take  effect  upon  its  acceptance  by  the  majority  vote  of 
the  board  of  a system,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  legislative  body.  For  purposes  of 
this  paragraph,  legislative  body  shall  mean,  in  the  case  of  a city,  the  city  council  in 
accordance  with  its  charter,  in  the  case  of  a town,  the  town  meeting,  in  the  case  of  a 
county,  the  county  retirement  board  advisory  council,  in  the  case  of  a district,  the  district 
members,  in  the  case  of  an  authority,  the  governing  body  and  in  the  case  of  a regional 
retirement  system,  the  regional  retirement  board  advisory  council.

Commission, 


Section  1.  Policy  of  the  City  of  Newburyport.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  City  of 

Newburyport  to  promote  and  support  a sense  of  welcome,  inclusion,  and  worth  for  all  and 
the  elimination  of  prejudice,  intolerance,  discrimination,  and  acts  of  hate  in  our 
community. 


Section  2.  Establishment  of  Diversity  & Tolerance  Commission,  Membership, 
Term,  Officers,  Administration.  In  furtherance  of  policy  espoused  above  there  is 
hereby  established  in  the  City  of  Newburyport  a municipal  board  to  be  known  as  the 
Commission  for  Diversity  & Tolerance  of  the  City  of  Newburyport  (hereinafter  referred 
to  as  the  “Commission”).  Membership  of  the  Commission  shall  not  exceed  nine  (9) 
members  who  shall  serve  for  terms  of  not  more  than  three  (3)  years.  The  members  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  all  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  City  Council.  Each  member 
of  the  Commission  shall  reside  in  Newburyport  and  shall,  so  far  as  practical,  be  selected 
to  provide  culturally  diverse  representation  from  fields  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
education,  religion,  law,  law  enforcement,  social  services,  industry,  commerce,  and  labor. 

For  the  initial  appointments  to  the  Commission,  the  first  three  appointments  shall  serve 
for  a term  of  three  (3)  years;  the  next  three  appointments  shall  serve  for  a term  of  two  (2) 
years;  and  any  additional  appointments  shall  serve  for  a term  of  one  (1)  year. 

Thereafter,  the  Mayor  shall  appoint  each  successor  to  his/her  initial  appointment  to  a term 
of  three  (3)  years.  No  members  of  the  Commission  may  serve  for  more  than  two  (2) 
consecutive  terms.  A member  having  served  two  (2)  consecutive  terms  must  remain  off 
the  Commission  for  at  least  one  (1)  year  before  becoming  eligible  for  re-appointment. 
Appointments  to  un-expired  terms  or  initial  appointments  for  less  than  three  (3)  years 


shall  not  be  counted  as  a tenn  for  the  person  appointed.  The  Mayor  shall  also  appoint  on 
an  annual  basis  one  or  middle  - or  high  school  students(s)  to  serve  as  non-voting 
member(s)  on  the  Commission.  The  members  of  the  Commission  shall  serve  without 
compensation. 

The  Commission  shall  meet  each  January  to  elect  one  of  its  voting  members  as 
chairperson  and  one  of  its  voting  members  as  secretary/clerk,  and  may  elect  other  officers 
from  its  voting  membership,  as  it  may  deem  necessary.  In  addition  to  this  January 
meeting,  the  Commission  shall  meet  at  least  four  (4)  times  a year  at  regular  intervals.  A 
majority  of  the  voting  members  of  the  Commission  shall  constitute  a quorum.  Any 
member  who  fails  to  attend  three  (3)  consecutive  regular  meetings  shall  be  considered 
removed  from  the  Commission. 

With  permission  of  the  Mayor,  the  City  Solicitor  shall  serve  as  Counsel  of  the 
Commission,  unless  a conflict  of  interest  requires  outside  legal  assistance.  The  Mayor 
shall  authorize  and  assign  a member  of  his/her  or  a Municipal  Agency  or  Department’s 
Staff  to  serve  as  liaison  between  the  Commission  and  the  Mayor  and  to  act  as  the 
communication’s  coordinator  for  the  Commission. 

Section  3.  Function,  Duties,  Powers.  In  furtherance  of  its  policy,  the  Commission 
shall  be  guided  by  these  functions,  duties,  and  powers: 

(a)  To  enlist  the  cooperation  of  racial,  religious,  ethnic,  civic,  fraternal, 
benevolent,  and  private  and  public  agencies  in  eliminating  discrimination 
and  intolerance  by  cultivating  an  atmosphere  of  mutual  understanding  and 
harmonious  inter-group  relationships; 

(b)  To  provide  resources  and  referral  information  to  any  person  or  group 
seeking  same  regarding  discriminatory  or  intolerant  acts; 

(c)  To  issue  such  publications  and  pronouncements,  and  confer  such  prizes  and 
awards,  as  in  the  Commission’s  judgment,  will  tend  to  promote  good  will 
and  to  minimize  or  eliminate  discrimination  and  intolerance; 

(d) To  support  Municipal  Departments  and  Agencies  in  their  response  to 
discriminatory  or  intolerant  acts; 

(e)  To  promote  understanding  of  diverse  cultures  and  the  nature  of 
discriminatory  or  intolerant  acts  through  education  and  community  action; 

(f)  To  establish  standing  and  ad  hoc  subcommittees  composed  of  Commission 
members  and,  to  the  extent  the  Commission  may  deem  appropriate  for  ad 
hoc  subcommittees,  non-members  as  well; 

(g)  To  keep  the  Mayor,  City  Council,  Police  Department,  and  the  School 
Committee  mformed  of  Commission  action,  by  periodic  report  upon  request, 
and  by  means  of  an  annual  written  summary  of  its  work; 
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(h)  The  funding  for  the  Commission  may  be  by  appropriation  of  the  City 
Council  upon  recommendation  of  the  Mayor  or  from  any  other  appropriate 
source  including  fundraising; 

(i)  The  Commission  shall  file  with  the  City  Clerk  notice  stating  its  procedural 
policies  and  rules;  and 

(j)  With  the  permission  of  the  Mayor,  to  obtain  and  utilize  the  services  of 
Municipal  Departments  and  Agencies,  unless  prohibited  by  law.  With  the 
permission  of  the  School  Committee,  to  similarly  obtain  and  utilize  the 
services  of  the  School  Department,  unless  prohibited  by  law. 

Section  4.  Construction  of  Ordinance.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
construed  liberally  to  accomplish  the  purposes  thereof,  and  nothing  contained  in  this 
Chapter  shall  be  interpreted  to  contravene  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  City  Council: 

The  Newburyport  Conservation  Commission  is  delegated  with  the  primary  responsibility  of 
administering  and  enforcing  the  Massachusetts  Wetlands  Protection  Act  (General  Laws  Chapter 
131,  Section  40),  the  Newburyport  Wetlands  Ordinance,  and  for  the  administration  of  the 
Agricultural  Preservation  Restriction  Program  within  the  City  of  Newburyport. 

In  the  performance  of  these  duties,  the  Commission,  over  the  course  of  25  public  meetings, 
conducted  public  hearings  on  35  Notices  of  Intent.  From  these,  29  were  approved  subject  to 
appropriate  conditions,  1 was  withdrawn,  2 were  denied,  3 amendments  were  issued  and  one  is 
still  pending  a decision.  There  was  1 Abbreviated  Notice  of  Intent  and  4 Abbreviated  Notices  of 
Resource  Area  Delineation  filed  with  the  Commission,  which  were  all  approved.  The 
Commission  received  19  Requests  for  Determination  of  Applicability  of  the  Wetlands  Protection 
Act,  issuing  16  Negative  and  3 Positive  Determinations.  The  Commission  issued  4 Extensions 
of  Order  of  Conditions  and  17  Certificates  of  Compliance. 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  generated  funds  from  filing  fees  established  by  the 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection  (DEP).  As  established  by  legislation,  these  funds  have 
been  placed  in  a separate  account  to  be  appropriated  only  for  conservation  purposes. 

At  the  present  time,  there  are  five  members  of  the  Newburyport  Conservation  Commission.

Council  on  Aging  Annual  Report  - FY  2006 


The  mission  of  the  Council  on  Aging  is  to  advocate  for  Nev\/buryport’s  older  adults,  to  identify  their  needs,  to  develop  and 
implement  services  to  meet  their  health,  economic,  social  and  cultural  needs,  to  encourage  maximum  independence,  and  to 
improve  their  quality  of  life.  A variety  of  programs  were  offered  during  FY’06  in  support  of  the  mission.  These  include 
transportation  (7,042  rides  were  provided  to  333  individuals  during  FY'2006):  health  clinics  for  blood  pressure,  cholesterol 
screening,  flu  shots,  hearing  tests,  and  podiatry:  exercise  and  dance  classes;  application  assistance  for  housing,  home  care 
services,  tax  form  preparation,  food  stamps,  fuel  assistance  and  health  and  disability  insurance,  support  groups  for  legally 
blind  elders;  weekly  bingo  and  bridge  parties;  a book  club,  a trips  program,  and  knitting  (989  hand  made  pieces  were 
donated  during  FY  2006  to  the  Seacoast  Birth  Center  and  the  Sub-Acute  Unit  at  the  Anna  Jaques  Hospital).  A monthly 
newsletter  was  distributed  every  month,  and  telephone  calls  to  the  Council  on  Aging  seeing  information  averaged  1010 
each  month  during  FY  2006  - a 15%  increase  over  the  previous  year. 

Council  on  Aging  administrative  office  and  dispatch  center  is  located  in  the  Salvation  Army  building.  Newburyport  does  not 
have  one  central  location  for  senior  citizen  services.  Programs  are  located  in  a variety  of  locations:  the  Elks  Hall,  The 
Newburyport  Library,  People’s  United  Methodist  Church  on  Purchase  Street,  the  Newburyport  Public  Library  and  the  Anna 
Jaques  Hospital.  The  COA  vans  are  garaged  at  the  DPW,  the  Emergency  Operations  Center,  and  the  Salvation  Army 
building. 

The  Council  on  Aging  staff  consists  of  a full-time  Director,  a full-time  Administrative  Assistant,  a part-time  (grant  funded) 
Outreach  Worker,  and  3 van  drivers.  There  are  62  volunteers  participating  in  14  different  programs. 

Collaborations  continue  with  the  Merrimack  Valley  Legal  Services,  Northern  Essex  Elder  Transport  (transportation  to  out-of- 
town  destinations).  Community  Action  (fuel  assistance  and  weatherization  programs).  Elder  Services  of  the  Merrimack 
Valley  (home  care  and  protective  service  programs,  job  training  and  health  clinics),  the  Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs 
(health  insurance  counseling,  and  the  annual  Formula  Grant),  AARP  (income  tax  counseling),  Merrimac  Valley  Nutrition 
Program  (congregate  and  home-delivered  meals).  Home  Health  Care  (public  health  nursing  and  flu  clinics),  Massachusetts 
Commission  for  the  Blind  (low  vision  support  group).  The  Community  Needs  Task  Force,  TRIAD  (RUOK,  Yellow  Dot,  File  of 
Life),  The  Massachusetts  Association  of  Councils  on  Aging,  and  the  Merrimac  Valley  Council  on  Aging  Directors 
Association.  The  FRIENDS  of  Newburyport  Council  on  Aging  continues  to  seek  funding  for  a senior  center,  and  has 
undertaken  a very  successful  collaboration  with  the  COA  on  an  expanded  trips  program.

The  Newburyport  Board  of  Health  has  conducted  inspections  of  all  food  service 
estabhshinents  in  compliance  with  applicable  state  sanitary  codes,  and  has  also  conducted 
housing  inspections,  inspections  of  Plum  Island  properties,  septic  system  inspections, 
massage  establishment  inspections,  tanning  salon  establishment  inspections,  and  general 
nuisance  complaint  inspections.  In  addition,  the  Board  of  Health  also  oversees  the  Public 
Health  Nurse  provided  by  contract  with  the  Visiting  Nurse  Assocdatioa,  solid  waste  and 
recycling  operations,  composting  operations,  the  sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  and  the 
Animal  Control  Officer/ Animal  Inspector.  The  following  reports  have  been  submitted  for 
those  respective  operations.

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Annual  Report 
Recycling 

July  1,  2005  - June  30,  2006 

Curbside  recycling  continues  for  residents  and  businesses  that  receive  curbside  trash 
pick-up.  Recycling  is  bi-weekly  and  collected  by  Integrated  Paper  Recyclers.  A 
Massachusetts  DEP  grant  was  received  by  the  City  which  included  recycling  calendars 
and  96-gallon  toters.  The  toters  were  distributed  to  apartment  buildings,  condominiums 
and  businesses  who  receive  Municipal  trash  pick-up. 

The  "Green  Teams"  in  our  schools  are  going  in  strong  with  their  recycling  efforts. 
Through  the  efforts  of  students,  custodians,  staff,  and  parents  these  teams  recycled  all  the 
paper  at  their  schools  and  were  responsible  for  recycling  education. 

The  Mumcipal  Compost  Facility  on  Crow  Lane  continues  to  be  a popular  site  for 
residents.  Residential  stickers  for  $ 10/household  were  sold  this  year.  Agrisoil  is  still  a 
popular  free,  favorite  amongst  residents. 

The  Crow  Lane  Recycling  Center  has  added  fluorescent  light  bulbs  to  its  monthly 
collection. 

Electronics,  televisions,  computers,  and  propane  tanks  were  collected  on  three  separate 
days  in  September,  January,  and  June.  Refrigerators,  air  conditioners,  and  dehumidifiers 
have  been  added  to  these  collection  days.  The  June  event  collected  over  34,000  pounds  of 
electronics. 

The  annual  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Day  was  held  Sept.  17,  2005  at  the  DPW. 
Residents  paid  Clean  Harbors  directly  for  this  service.  The  event  was  held  jointly  with 
the  town  of  West  Newbury.

The  Newburyport  Board  of  Health  contracts  with  Home  Care,  Inc.,  a division  of  The 
Home  Health  Foundation,  for  Public  Health  Nursing  Services.  Services  include,  but  are 
not  limited  to  reportable  disease  investigation  and  follow-up,  TB  case  management,  TB 
reporting  and  testing,  immunization  clinics,  blood  pressure  clinics,  and  community 
resource,  education  and  referral.  Home  Care,  Inc.  also  provides  yearly  flu  clinics  for  the 
residents  of  Newburyport.  This  year,  2,320  flu  vaccines  were  administered  to  eligible 
individuals.  Five  public  flu  clinics  were  held.  Home  visits  were  made  to  homebound 
individuals,  as  well  as  clinics  at  each  of  the  elderly  housing  complexes  in  Newburyport. 
This  year,  2,320  vaccines  were  administered.  As  in  years  past,  Lyme  Disease  has 
remained  the  most  common  reportable  illness  in  The  City  of  Newburyport.  Special 
informational  booklets  and  Tick  identification  cards  have  been  distributed  at  the  health 
department  and  City  Library  to  increase  public  awareness.  The  Public  Health  Nurse  has 
also  been  certified  in  required  Incident  Command  trainings  as  mandated  by  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Health.

Introduction 

The  Animal  Control  Officer  enforces  the  city  ordinances  regarding 
animals;  educates  the  public  on  important  issues  concerning  animals; 
and  looks  after  the  safety  and  welfare  of  pets  and  their  owners. 

Current  Programs/Services 

The  following  services  are  performed  by  the  Animal  Control  Officer: 

• Educate  the  public 

• Promote  humane  treatment  of  animals 

• Rescue  injured  animals/  wildlife  and  find  immediate  treatment 

• Pick  up  animals 

• Providing  shelter  and  care  for  lost  and  homeless  dogs  and  cats 

• Animal  adoption  program 

• Provide  traps  for  catching  cats  and  wildlife 

• Investigate  cruelty  complaints 

• Investigate  barking  complaints 

• Work  with  Red  Cross  (during  a disaster)  to  capture  and  house 
animals 

• Enforce  pooper-scooper  law 

• Issue  citations  and  attend  court 

• Investigate  animal  bites  and  quarantine  animals 

• Report  quarantined  animals  to  the  Massachusetts  Rabies  Coordinator 

• Enforce  a quarantine  order 

• Pick  up  and  dispose  of  dead  animals 

• Work  with  local  animal  rescues  when  ever  necessary 

• Provide  24  hour  emergency  service  for  life  or  health 
threatening  situations 

• Give  advice  on  animals  in  general 

• Inspect  barns  yearly 

• Investigate  potential  rabid  animals  or  wildlife  and  euthanize  for 

testing  if  necessary 

The  City  of  Newburyport  also  participates  in  spay/neuter  program  that 
provides  low  income  residents  free  spaying  or  neutering,  information 
can  be  obtained  through  the  Animal  Control  Officer. 
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Resources 


The  Animal  Control  Officer  works  25  Hours  a weeks.  This  includes  the 
duties  of  the  Animal  Inspector. 

Past  Year's  Activities 

The  Animal  Control  Department  Handled  an  average  of  300  calls  per 
month.  Most  of  the  calls  were  wildlife  complaints  and  dog  at  large 
complaints.  From  January  to  June,  there  was  an  average  of  75  wildlife 
complaints  per  month. 

Forecast  for  2007 

The  number  of  wildlife  incidents  will  probably  continue  to  rise.  Special 
attention  will  be  taken  to  monitor  the  risk  of  rabies  and  other 
communicable  diseases  associated  with  wildlife.  Public  information  on 
this  subject  will  be  made  available  as  necessary.  Education  In  schools 
has  already  Increased  but  will  continue  to  grow  with  numerous 
upcoming  engagements  planned  for  September  and  throughout  the 
school  year. 

Summary 

The  Animal  Control  Department  helps  maintain  the  health  and  safety 
of  pets  and  protects  city  residents  from  problem  animals.  The  animal 
Control  Officer  will  answer  all  complaints  In  a timely  and  courteous 
manner.

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Statistically,  the  Newburyport  Public  Library  soared  to  historic  heights  during  FY’06.  For  the 
first  time  in  its  150-year  history,  the  library  circulated  more  than  300,000  items  to  264,4 19  library 
visitors.  56,533  computer  users  accessed  the  Internet  or  word  processing  programs;  there  were 
14,827  reference  transactions,  and  the  public  took  advantage  of  library  meeting  rooms  811  times. 
A regional  survey  ranked  Newburyport  in  the  top  quartile  in  Northeast  Massachusetts  for  libraries 
participating  in  the  interlibrary  loan  system.  For  the  first  time  in  history,  we  lent  out  more  books 
than  we  borrowed. 

The  library  offered  266  children’s,  teen  and  adult  programs  to  5,348  attendees.  Kudos  are 
extended  to  the  children’s  room,  teen  loft  and  adult  programming  staff  who  offered  a wonderful 
variety  of  age  appropriate  programs  that  varied  from  story  hours  and  book  clubs  to  duct  tape 
workshops  and  jazz  to  a silent  movie  series  and  lectures  on  art  history.  Newburyport  also 
partnered  with  the  first  ever  Newburyport  Literary  Festival  and  offered  a community-wide  read 
program,”  3Rs  at  the  Library”  This  program  offered  residents  an  opportunity  to  Read  Richard 
Russo,  Pulitzer  Prize  winning  author  and  then  attend  his  presentation  during  the  Literary  Festival. 

The  Board  of  Directors  acknowledged  the  library’s  150**"  anniversary  of  providing  services  to  the 
public  on  September  5,  1 855  by  publishing  From  Inkwell  to  Keyboard,  a history  of  the  library 
during  the  twentieth  century,  authored  by  Jane  Carolan. 

Noteworthy  departures  and  arrivals  occurred  during  this  fiscal  year.  Nancy  Alcorn,  Assistant 
Head  Librarian  and  staff  member  for  20  years  retired,  leaving  her  legacy  of  excellent  customer 
service  for  all  to  emulate.  Giselle  Stevens,  a former  part  time  staff  librarian  and  recent  Head 
Librarian  at  Shore  Country  Day  School,  returned  to  help  lead  the  library  in  the  age  of  technology. 
Of  interest  to  library'  historians  will  be  the  election  of  John  F.  Moak  as  the  57*^  Mayor  of 
Newburyport  and,  subsequently.  Chairman  of  the  Library  Board  of  Directors.  John  was 
Newburyport’s  lih  Head  Librarian  and  served  fi’om  1972-1978. 

In  regards  to  technology,  the  hbrary’s  automated  systems  received  an  upgrade  via  its  membership 
in  the  Merrimack  Valley  Library  Consortium.  We  activated  Learning  Express,  an  interactive  on- 
line database  featuring  300  practice  tests  based  on  official  school  and  career  exams  and  courses  in 
job  hunting,  resume  writing  and  interviewing.  Additionally,  the  library  introduced  an  automated 
museum  reservation  service,  which  is  funded  by  the  Friends  of  the  Library  and  allows 
reservations  to  be  made  fi’om  home  computers.  As  a result,  we  have  experienced  a 96%  increase 
in  the  use  of  museum  passes. 

In  FY’06  donors  made  significant  contributions  to  the  Newburyport  Archival  Center  that  included 
the  Aquilla  Chase  Stone  Tablet  given  by  the  Sons  and  Daughters  of  the  First  Settlers  of  Old 
Newbury;  a collection  of  40,000  historical  negatives  of  photographs  taken  by  the  former  Daily 
News  photographer.  Bill  Lane,  made  possible  by  the  Newburyport  Bank;  and  the  organizational 
records  of  the  Newburyport  Area  Industrial  Development  Corporation  donated  by  members  of  the 
organization.  Funds  from  the  Marion  and  Burton  Noyes  Bequest  made  possible  the  restoration  of 
Gilbert  Stuart’s  portrait  of  Samuel  Swett  by  conservator  Anthony  Moore  of  York,  Maine. 

Twenty-  four  volunteers  helped  to  keep  us  afloat  this  year  by  carrying  out  many  of  the  behind  the 
scene  tasks  that  help  make  the  hbrary  efficient.  The  quality  service  the  library  offered  this  year  is 
due  largely  to  its  dedicated  and  skilled  staff  that  has  worked  tirelessly  to  keep  up  with  the 
increased  demand.  I also  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  sustained  guidance  of  the  Library  Board 
of  Directors  and  the  support  of  Newburyport’s  elected  officials  who  value  and  fund  library 
services  for  their  community.

It  is 
through  your  efforts  that  crime  can  be  prevented.  Information 
given  to  police  by  you  directly  helps  to  solve  and  prosecute  those 
responsible  for  committing  criminal  acts. 

The  mission  of  the  Newburyport  Police  Department  is  to  serve  the 
public,  protect  the  innocent,  and  enforce  city,  state,  and  federal 
law.  This  is  accomplished  through  a team  approach  with  dedicated 
and  well-trained  police  officers.  Our  team  approach  is  geared 
toward  the  protection  of  life,  preservation  of  peace,  prevention  of 
crime,  and  the  prosecution  of  those  who  violate  the  law. 

The  police  department  operates  and  maintains  the  emergency  911 
communications  center  for  all  emergencies  within  the  community. 
The  91 1 center  is  Staffed  by  well-trained  personnel  who  answered 
2,900  emergency  calls  for  crimes,  medical  aid,  and  fires  in  2005. 
Dispatchers  also  provide  radio  communication  to  officers  on 
patrol,  answer  all  incoming  calls  to  the  station,  and  handled  walk- 
ins  at  the  police  station. 

Officers  assigned  to  patrol  provide  the  most  basic  but  essential 
protection  to  the  community.  These  highly  trained  officers 
continuously  patrol  the  community  answering  close  to  20,000 
emergency  and  calls  for  service  in  2005. 

The  criminal  division  is  currently  staffed  with  two  inspectors  who 
handle  a wide  range  of  investigations,  from  house  breaks  to  major 
felonies.  As  our  world  continues  to  change  so  does  the  type  of 
criminal  and  crimes  they  commit.  Today  investigators  are 
becoming  more  and  more  involved  with  computer  crimes;  identity 
theft,  and  sexual  predators.  While  the  Internet  is  a tremendous 
resource,  it  is  also  a fi-eeway  for  those  looking  to  commit  crime.

The  Newburyport  Planning  Board  is  delegated  with  the  responsibility  of  administering 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  41  Section  81  A-GG;  Municipal  Planning  and  Subdivision 
legislation  and  M.G.L.  40A,  the  adoption  of  Zoning  Ordinances  for  the  City  of  Newburyport. 
The  establishment  of  Planning  Boards  was  authorized  by  legislature  under  the  provisions  of 
section  81 -A  of  M.G.L.,  Ch.  41.  Planning  Boards  are  responsible  for  all  planning  functions 
within  the  municipality.

(2)  Two  applications  were  heard  under 
Repetitive  Petitions. 

The  Planning  Board  generates  funds  from  filling  fees  established  under  Section  V of  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  for  the  Subdivision  of  Land  in  Newburyport,  as  well  as  requires  separate  fees  to 
cover  costs  of  technical  review,  in  accordance  with  M.G.L.  Chapter  44,  Section  53A-G. 

Currently,  the  board  has  nine  members.

May  2006  Storm 


The  Highway  Division  of  the  DPS  performed  extensive  efforts  responding  to  the  May  2006  Rain 
event;  This  event  dropped  over  15  inches  of  rain  in  an  approximate  2 day  period.  Highway 
Division  crews  worked  around  the  clock  responding  to  this  event  and  as  a result,  the  City  did  not 
sustain  the  amount  of  damage  experienced  by  our  upriver  neighbors.  The  Highway  Division  also 
performed  a significant  amount  of  repairs  to  the  existing  drainage  infrastructure  following  this 
storm.  The  Plum  Island  Beaches  did  sustain  significant  accumulation  of  debris  which  was  the 
subject  of  many  newspaper  and  television  news  stories.  Although  not  equipped  or  staffed  to 
handle  such  an  effort,  the  Highway  Division  responded  to  the  challenge  and  worked  around  the 
clock,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Massachusetts  National  Guard,  the  clean  up  these  areas.  During 
these  challenging  times,  the  management  staff  was  collecting  information  to  maximize  outside 
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funding  assistance  from  FEMA.  The  management  staff  met  with  MEMA  and  FEMA  officials  on 
several  occasions  to  express  the  need  for  reimbursements  and  documented  same.  The  City  can 
be  proud  of  the  Highway  Division,  as  well  as  all  Divisions  of  the  DPS,  on  how  their  reaction  to 
the  unprecedented  May  2006  rain  event  directly  resulted  in  the  reduction  of  significant  flooding 
events,  especially  when  compared  to  our  neighboring  communities.

Dunng  Fiscal  Year  2006,  the  Newburyport  Water  Works  joined  the  consolidated 
Department  of  Public  Services  which  also  includes  the  former  Departments  of  Sewer  and 
Public  Works. 

As  part  of  the  consolidated  Department  of  Public  Services,  the  Water  Division  continues  to 
serve  Newbur^ort,  portions  of  Newbury  and  sells  water  to  West  Newbury.  There  are  over 
7000  residential  and  1000  business  customers.  The  staff  members  are  dedicated  to  the 
business  office  in  city  hall,  operation  of  treatment  and  pumping  facilities  and  maintenance 
of  the  distribution  system.  Eighty  percent  of  the  water  comes  from  reservoirs  along  the 
city  border  with  West  Newbury  and  twenty  percent  from  two  wells  within  the  city.  The 
reservoir  water  is  treated  at  Spring  Lane  treatment  plant  and  pumped  into  the  distribution 
system  along  with  water  from  the  two  wells.  Water  is  distributed  to  customers  via  80 
miles  of  water  mains.  The  treatment  plant  is  in  operation  and  staffed  24  hours  a day,  7 
days  a week.  After-hour  emergencies  are  directed  to  the  treatment  plant  where  staff  can 
immediately  page  our  on-call  construction  crew  to  respond.  Newburyport  Water  Works  is 
self-sufficient  in  that  water  rates  and  fees  are  set  to  fund  the  entire  budget. 

Business  Office: 

The  business  office  handles  metering,  billing  and  customer  issues,  along  with  overall 
administration.  Water  saving  devices  for  use  both  in  and  outside  the  home  are  offered  at 
cost  in  addition  to  sponsoring  the  sale  of  rain  barrels  for  lawn  and  garden  irrigation. 


Operations: 


All  operations  staff  are  certified.  They  manage  the  reservoirs  and  wells,  and  operate  and 
maintain  the  pumping  stations  and  treatment  plant.  They  conduct  thousands  of  tests  to 
monitor  water  quality  for  more  than  120  contaminants,  making  sure  our  water  is  safe  and 
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in  compliance  with  all  regulations.  We  are  proud  to  say  that  our  water  quality  meets  or 
surpasses  all  state  and  federal  water  quality  standards  again  this  year. 

Construction: 

Our  construction  staff  maintains  water  mains,  valves,  hydrants  and  meters,  and  responds  to 
emergencies  24  hours  a day,  seven  days  a week.  In  addition  to  routine  maintenance  work, 
they  continued  to  construct  new  mains  and  their  associated  customer  service  lines  as  part 
of  the  ongoing  main  replacement  program.  The  installation  of  a new  water  main  along  a 
portion  of  High  Road  was  completed.  As  part  of  the  ongoing  program  to  upgrade  meters, 
more  than  200  replacement  meters  were  installed. 

Capital  Projects: 

During  FY06,  Phase  I of  the  Water  System  Improvement  Project  neared  completion  with 
the  construction  of  major  upgrades  to  the  wells,  pumping  stations  and  treatment  plant. 

Also,  improvements  necessary  to  reactivate  Bartlett  Spring  Pond  as  a water  supply 
commenced.

The  Newburyport  Sewer  Department  operates  approximately  seventy  five 
miles  of  sewer  mains,  sixteen  lift  stations  and  a 3.4  MGD  secondary  activated 
sludge  plant  called  the  Wastewater  Treatment  Facility  (WWTF).  In  Fiscal 
Year  2006  (FY06)  an  average  of  2.67  MGD  of  sewerage  flow  was  pumped 
and  treated  at  the  WWTF  for  a total  treated  volume  of  over  977.2  million 
gallons. 

Our  NPDES  Permit  requires  removals  for  BOD  and  TSS  of  85%.  Average 
removals  for  TSS  were  approaching  96%,  indicating  better  removal  efficiency 
fi-om  the  previous  fiscal  year.  The  NPDES  permit  required  maximum 
concentrations  for  BOD  and  TSS  in  the  effluent  are  30  mg/1  (or  30  parts  per 
million)  on  an  average  monthly  basis.  As  can  be  seen  fi-om  the  results  listed 
below,  concentrations  for  BOD  and  TSS  were  routinely  below  15  mg/1  and  12 
mg/1  respectively.

The  Department  responded  to  1 19  sewer  calls  in  FY  06.  Also,  over  78,500 
linear  feet  of  sewer  lines  were  cleaned  in  FY06.  We  also  responded  to  2 odor 
complaints.  This  is  significantly  less  than  the  45  odor  complaints  responded  to 
in  CY  1995  and  is  due  to  the  increased  efforts  in  this  area  as  well  as  the 
recently  completed  odor  control  project.  We  received  approved  and  inspected 
the  construction  of  23  new  connections  to  the  system  from  6 separate  areas  of 
the  City. 

The  department  continues  to  operate  under  its  Capital  Plan,  which  is  updated 
annually  and  is  separated  into  immediate,  1 year,  2 year,  3 year  and  5 year 
increments.  This  plan  is  consistent  with  the  City’s  Vision  Statement  of 
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maintaining  and  improving  the  City’s  infrastructure  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  ratepayers 
while  simultaneously  operating  our  infrastructure  in  the  most  efficient  manner  possible. 

This  department  undertook  significant  projects  in  FY  2006  including  the  replacement  of 
the  biofilter  media,  which  was  accomplished  as  a joint  effort  between  Highway  Division 
and  Sewer  Division  employees  saving  over  $40,000  for  the  ratepayers. 

Additional  work  completed  in  FY2006  included  continued  efforts  on  composting 
(recycling)  of  our  sludge,  various  improvements  at  the  WWTFj  continuation  of  the 
Department  s Infiltration/Inflow  (I/I)  reduction  program*  Geographic  Information 
Systems  (GIS)  activities;  extensive  efforts  with  assisting  with  the  Plum  Island  sewer  and 
water  project;  continuation  of  the  FOG  Reduction  Program;  permitting  and  inspection  of 
various  developments;  v^ous  upgrades  to  lift  stations;  replacement  of  sewer  manhole 
frames  and  covers  in  various  areas  of  the  City;  repairs/replacement  of  various  sewers 
throughout  the  City;  efforts  associated  with  the  WWTF  NPDES  Permit  Renewal;  update 
of  the  WWTF  Risk  Management  Plan;  training  efforts  that  result  in  sewer  department 
having  lowest  Worker’s  Comp  Claims  of  any  DPS  division;  Phase  H Stormwater 
implementation  tasks,  and  the  replacement  of  3 Underground  Storage  tanks  are  planned. 

In  May  of  2006,  the  City  received  extremely  heavy  rains  which  had  a significant  impact 
on  the  sewer  collection  systems  and  the  Wastewater  Treatment  Facility.  Over  15  inches 
of  rain  feel  in  a three  day  period.  Cleanup  from  this  event  extended  into  June  2006.  The 
Sewer  Department  expended  significant  resources  including  over  250  hours  of  overtime 
hours  to  respond  to  this  event.  As  a result,  sewer  service  disruptions  were  minimized, 
especially  when  compared  to  surrounding  communities. 

This  department  serves  approximately  18,000  customers  and  stands  ready  and  able  to 
serve  each  of  them  as  well  as  answer  any  and  all  questions  and  comments  they  may  have.

Veterans  Services  Dept. 
Job  Description 


Since  its  first  commitment  in  1861  to  Civil  War  veterans,  their  spouses,  and 
dependents,  the  Commonwealth  of  Mass,  has  demonstrated  a special  and 
understandable  concern  for  those  men  and  women  who  have  displayed 
sacrifice,  valor,  and  duty  when  their  state  and  nation  called  upon  them.  In 
cooperation  with  its  351  cities  and  towns,  it  has  established  a network  of 
services  and  benefits  to  ensure  that  none  of  its  500,000  war  time  veterans  or 
their  dependents  will  be  hungry,  homeless,  or  medically  deprived.  Today  the 
state  commitment  is  embodied  in  law.  Mass.  General  Law,  Chapter  1 15, 
which  describes  the  veteran’s  emergency  financial  assistance  and  medical 
program.  Commonwealth  of  Mass.  Regulation  108  establishes  the 
administration  procedures  to  carry  out  this  Legislative  Mandate.  The  State  of 
Mass,  is  the  only  state  that  provides  these  services.  Every  veteran  has  a legal 
right  to  apply  for  assistance.  He  does  so  by  filing  an  application  with  the 
Veteran  Officer  in  the  veteran’s  hometown.  I,  as  the  Veterans  Services 
Officer,  determine  the  veteran’s  financial  status  by  a thorough  investigation 
of  personal  matters,  such  as,  property  ownership,  bank  records,  VA 
disability  and  or  Social  Security  income,  and  employment  benefits.  I 
personally  make  appointments  with  every  bank.  Social  Security  Dept,  and 
IRS.  The  veteran  is  required  to  sign  a consent  notice,  in  addition  to  other 
required  forms,  when  the  application  is  signed,  authorizing  me  to  check  the 
accuracy  of  all  the  information  on  the  application.  I determine  whether  the 
applicant  is  entitled  to  benefits  and,  if  so,  how  much,  the  amount  of 
entitlement  is  clearly  specified  by  108  CMR.  I then  mail  the  application  and 
required  forms  to  an  Authorizer  at  the  Veterans  Services  Office  in  Boston. 
The  Authorizer  can  either  approve  or  disapprove  the  benefits.  After  receipt 
of  documentation  validating  expenses  for  veteran’s  benefits,  the  Veterans 
Services  Office,  in  Boston,  will  reimburse  the  City  of  Newburyport  75%  of 
the  costs  incurred.  It  is  my  responsibility  within  ten  days  of  the  following 
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month;  submit  a request  to  the  Veterans  Office  for  a return  of  funds.  As  part 
of  these  office  responsibilities  I also  give  information  in  person,  or  on  the 
phone,  to  veterans  or  dependents,  for  Federal  Veteran  Administration 
benefits.  I also  assist  in  helping  these  individuals  fill  out  applications  for 
these  benefits,  many  who  are  widows  of  deceased  veterans.  I receive  many 
telephone  calls  and  requests  for  appointments  to  obtain  VA  benefits.  There 
are  1070  veterans  in  the  city,  plus  2410  dependents,  the  Federal  Benefits 
provided  to  them  in  the  Fiscal  year  July  - 04  TO  June  30^^-  2005  WAS 
$1,520,640. 

The  City  of  Newburyport  isn’t  responsible  for  any  of  these  benefits.  I also 
provide  assistance  in  obtaining  housing,  food,  employment,  medical  help 
and  prescriptions,  shelter,  clothing,  real  estate  tax  abatements.  Patriotic 
Events,  burial  information;  the  Veterans  Services  will  provide  up  to  $2000 
to  Funeral  Homes  for  destitute  dependents  of  deceased  veterans.  I’m  also  the 
Graves  Officer  and  responsible  for  maintaining  all  the  veteran’s  cemeteries, 
and  prior  to  Memorial  Day  assist  in  placing  2500  new  flags  on  the  veteran’s 
graves.  I arrange  the  Memorial,  and  Veterans  Day  Parades,  also  the 
Ceremonial  Program.  I’m  required  to  maintain  accurate  records  in  my  office. 
“The  Veterans  Officer,  although  an  employee  of  the  municipality,  is 
nevertheless  directly  responsible  to  the  Commissioner  of  Veterans  Services 
for  the  proper  administration  of  MGL  115  which  provides  that  each 
Department  of  Veterans  Services  established  in  a city  or  town  shall  be  under 
the  general  direction  of  the  Commissioner,”  this  is  a direct  quote.
